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Colossal Fascist Statue 
Being Built in Rome 

Surprisingly little has appeared in 
print in this country about the colossal 
bronze statue which is being made in 
Rome for erection by the Balilla organic 
zation in the Forum of Mussolini to com^ 
memorate the foundation of the Roman 
Empire. 

Its height has been variously stated as 
213, 250 and 265 feet. It is to be sym^ 
bolic of Fascist Italy. 

Quoting London Times, London Illus^ 
trated News says it “appears to be iden^ 
tical with that originally intended to rep' 
resent Mussolini and to stand on a shoub 
der of Monte Mario, overlooking the 
Forum of Mussolini. As long ago as Feb' 
ruary of last year it was reported that 
the head, feet and legs as far as the knees 
were already cast. 

"'Unless, therefore, a fresh head is sub' 
stituted for that already finished, which 
was said to be about 30 feet high and as 
big as a house, the figure is likely to bear 
a strong resemblance to the Duce." 

Apparently taking its information 
from the London Morning Post, the Art 
News of March 9, 1935, said of the orig' 
inal figure above referred to : 

“The statue, it is understood, will show 
the Mussolinian figure with the torso and 
thighs swathed in lion’s skin and with an 
80' foot arm raised in Fascist salute over 
Rome. The head, already finished and 
cast, is thirty feet high and is otherwise 
about the size of a house. The finished 
bronze feet are 28 feet long and the 
completed metal of the legs to the knees 
are about 53 feet long.” 

Many people have long held Mussolini 
to be the antichrist who will seize the 
rule of all the earth soon after the Lord 
Jesus Christ comes in the air to call His 
saints out of the world. While the preS' 
ent writer is not competent to positively 
deny this, he does not believe II Duce to 
he so. Yet certainly more roundly than 
any other dictator Mussolini and his pO' 


litical organization and religious affilia' 
tion typify and foreshadow the two 
beasts of Revelation, chapter 13. 

A few years ago it was difficult to see 
how government of the world could head 
up in one individual, yet today with the 
52 nations of the League of Nations bow' 
ing to Italy’s conquest of Ethiopia, when 
they pledged to protect attacked league 
members against aggressor nations, one 
can more readily grasp the prophecy that 
“power was given him over all kindred, 
and tongues, and nations. And all that 
dwell upon the earth shall worship him, 
whose names are not written in the book 
of life of the Lamb slain from the foun' 
dation of the world.” 

Just as the Italian youth training and 
athletic organization, Balilla, product of 
Fascism, is causing this statue to be made, 
so a second beast arising out of the earth 
is to say “to them that dwell on the earth, 
that they should make an image to the 
(first) beast.” 

“And he had power to give life unto 
the image of the beast, that the image of 
the beast should both speak, and cause 
that as many as would not worship the 
image of the beast should be killed. 

“And he caused all, both small and 
great, rich and poor, free and bond, to 
receive a mark in their right hand, or in 
their foreheads: and that no man might 
buy or sell, save he that had the mark, or 
the name of the beast, or the number of 
his name.” 

Our own NRA taught us that restric' 
tion of buying and selling to the branded 
alone can be readily enforced under a 
dictator. 

And it is not difficult to anticipate the 
requirement that all who pass the colos' 
sal figure with the upraised hand must 
return the Fascist salute. 

But even though this is but a fore' 
shadowing of the coming world dictator' 
ship, it is another evidence that “the com' 
ing of the Lord draweth nigh.” Then all 
who have put their trust in the Lord 
Jesus Christ, living and dead, will be 
caught up to meet the Lord in the air, 


to be forever with Him. Those who have 
rejected and neglected Him will be left 
to come under the merciless rule of the 
antichrist, and for the judgment of a 
holy God and eternal punishment to 
follow. 

One reason why the Lord Jesus Christ 
has not come long before this to take His 
own out of the world and to end the 
present day of grace, when all who will 
may come to Him and be saved through 
simple faith, is that God is “longsufFering 
to us'ward, not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should come to re' 
pentance. 

“But the day of the Lord will come as 
a thief in the night.” “What (then) shall 
the end be of them that obey not the 
gospel of God?” 

China to Enforce Tax 
Against Bound Feet 

China, says Literary Digest, is now to 
enforce strictly a tax against bound feet 
on baby girls. Fifteen years ago new laws 
were enacted by the Chinese Republic 
prohibiting the binding of the feet of 
baby girls to keep them within the “three' 
inch golden lily” standard of fashion, but 
many Chinese continued to practice the 
cruel custom. 

“The custom is more than seven centu' 
ries old,” says the Digest, “and originated 
in the desire of men to keep their women 
from running away (the better 'known 
style explanation was an outgrowth of 
the original) 

Women of America and of other ha' 
tions think it silly that their Chinese sis' 
ters should have ever submitted to the 
dictates of such a senseless fashion, which 
tortures them as little girls and cripples 
them as women, making their feet un- 
lovely and practically useless. 

Yet millions of women in this country 
conform to fashions of the world that 
mutilate their lives even more cruelly 
than the feet of Chinese women have 
been crippled. It is not necessary to enu' 
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merate these enslaving fashions, but it 
might be well to say that most women 
who are in bondage to them, when con' 
fronted with the fact, will assert that 
they have a right to do as they please, 
not realizing that they are doing the will 
of Satan. 

There are also enslaving bonds of re' 
ligion and superstitution which keep men 
and women under the yoke of a religious 
system or a crippling fear. Then, too. 
Scripture aptly describes the work of 
leaders of modern religious cults, “having 
a form of godliness, but denying the 
power thereof. . . . 

“For of this sort are they which, creep 
into houses, and lead captive silly women 
laden with sins, led away with divers 
lusts, ever learning, and never able to 
come to the knowledge of the truth.” 
(11 Timothy, 3:5'7). 

Every one of these bonds, whether it 
be of custom, of fashion, of long'estab' 
lished religion or of modern cult, has a 
common author — Satan; a common pur' 
pose — to keep men and women from 
running away from him. 

It was to free men and women from 
this slavery to Satan that the Lord Jesus 
Christ died. We read in Hebrews, 
2 : 1 4' 1 5, that He became man, took upon 
Him flesh and blood “that through death 
He might destroy him that had the power 
of death, that is, the devil; and deliver 
them who through fear of death were all 
their lifetime subject to bondage.” 

He came “to preach deliverance to the 
captives’. . . to set at' liberty them that 
are bruised.” 

To slaves of fashion, custom, habit, 
vice or religion, the Son of God says : “If 
the Son therefore shall make you free, ye 
shall be free indeed.”
